steps. ‘The eastward bound train signall- 
ed itsapproach, but in his dismay he 
failed utterly to recognize locality or ap- 
preciate distance. All around him giant 
forest trees spread their mighty branches 
in rude mockery; night drew near, the 
cold airswept by with bitter moans, and 
alone and despairing, Joseph L. Robin- 
son realized that he was lost. His agony 
may not be pictured. His wife waited 
in vain for his footstep, and his infant 
child for his wonted kiss and caress. 
But stout hearts were panting for the 
search, and brave men making ready to 
relieve him. The down train brought 
the news, and the next conveyance took 
twenty or thirty to aid in his rescue. No 
success attended their efforts. On Mon- 
day, the services of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral were brought into requisition, 
and specials run hither and 
thither as occasion required. 
All who had commenced the search 
remained in the woods during Sunday 
and Monday. On Tuesday morning the 
excitement was intense. Another extra 
was sent up with nearly seventy men un- 
G. Hinman, 
Another party of twenty or more took 
the regular train to section nineteen, and 
started from the track in a northerly di- 
rection. ‘These were under the charge of 
W. Buckingham, esgq., cashier of the 
central bank of this city. Other parties 
from Konosha and other points were at 
the same time vigorously prosecuting the 
search in other directions. It was ut- 
terly vain toconvey any conception of 
the prevailing excitement. Telegrams 
were sent here and there all along the 
line. The shrill whistle of the locomo- 
tive, an agreed signal, disturbed the still- 
ness of the night; and when the young 
man was found on Tuesday, excitement 
gave place to enthusiastic shouts and tu- 
multous yells. His four day’s sojourn in 
the woods were fraught with danger and 
exciting’ incident. When he first real- 
ized that he was lost he wrote and fas- 
tened to a twig the following note: 

Iam lost in the woods and can’t find 
my way out. J. L. Ropenson. - 
October Yth. 

After sleeping on the ground during

At this time, if he had taken a souther- 
ly course, it would have brought him to 
the railroad track. Instead, however, he 
went north, reaching the side of Bear 
creek, where he left another communica- 
tion as follows : 
lam lost and can’t find my way out. 
Look for me and you shall have $100 
reward. J. L. Roprnson. 
A little further on he dropped his 
handkerchief, which, togetaer with the 
former memoranda, aided largely in the 
success of the search. On Sunday he 
reached an old haying camp of G. & F. 
Powell, wherc he found several bushels 
of potatoes and some salt. Here he re- 
mained until Monday afternoon, when 
he left the following written on an old 
tea chest cover: 
Friends, I am lost. For God’s sake 
look for me. I am starving to death; 
can’t find anything toeat. Five hundred 
dollars to the one that finds me and leads 
me out of these woods. I live in Me- 
nasha, Wis. My name is Joseph L. Rob- 
inson. Carry the news to my poor wife. 
I am going te leave here in the morn- 
ing. I go straight through the woods. 
Please hunt after me and you will be 
well paid for yon trouble. May God 
have mercy on my soul. Tell my wife 
my last words were about her. Direc- 
tions: Mrs. M. V. Robinson, Menasha, 
Wis. I leave Tuesday about 9 o'clock. 
Five hundred dollars to any man that 
finds me and leads me eut of the woods 
and takes me home to my family. Oh 
God! lam starving to death by inches, 
Follow me, won’t you, for God’s sake? 
It is hard to give up life. I hayen’t had 
anything to eat since last Friday. 
f | am dead when you find me take 
me home. JoskerH L. RoBrNson.

It was Captain 
Boynton’sintention when from”two to 
three hundred miles distant from New 
York to jump overboard and swim back, 
but the commander of the steamer was a 
man of little faith, and vetoed the expe- 
riment. Captain Boynton had, thereto, to 
remain an involuntary p ger until the 
vessel approached the Irish coast on 
Tuesday evening, when the commander, 
having been repeatedly importuned, gave 
his permission. 

Captain Boynton drew on his India 
rubber air-tight suit and inflated the air 
chambers, in his air-tight sack he placed 
food for three days, a compass, a bull’s 


the time on the water), some signal rock- 
ets and a United States flag. In his in- 
side pocket he placed a mail which the 
passengers had given. him to post, he 
strapped his bowie knife and ax to his 
side, and, grasping his paddle, was low- 
ered into the water, amid the cheers of 
the passengers, at half past nine o'clock, 
P.M. 

It was a wild, dark night, he was close 
to the Fastinet rock, with Cape Clear 
three miles from him, and Baltimore, to- 
ward which he intended to make, was in 
a direct line seven miles away. Ile lay 
on his back paddling vigorously,and now 
the lights of the vessel were Jost in 
the night. In a quarter of an 
hour more his spirit almost quailed, when 
tossed high on the crest of a wave he 
could no longer see the coast line or any 
lights. The wind blew, the rain poured 
down, and the tide set dead aguinst him. 

He was drifting out to sea, and, to add 
to the awful loneliness of his situation, 
and to increase the dreadful peril, a vio- 
lent gale commenced. That night for 
many hours no mail bout crossed the 
Irish channel, and great destruction was 
done on the const. And through these 
awful hours of darkness this man was 
tossing about at the mercy of the waves, 
some fifteen miles from land. The wind 
was so violent that he had to give over 
paddling, and with one hand to shade 
his face (the only part of his body ex- 
posed) from the cutting blast. Once his 
paddle was wrenched away by a heavy 
sea, but it fortunately came into his hand 
again. For several seconds a wave would 
completely submerge him, then he woald 
shoot on to the crest and take breath be- 
fore he again was hurried§down a sloping 
mass of water which seemed one hun- 
dred feet to the bottom. Asa_ result of 
this tossing he became seasick, a thing, 
he says, which never happened to him 
before. His indomitable spirit, however, 
conquered everything, and about ’one 
o’clock the wind nto blow directly 
onshore. His paddle was plied vigor- 
ously, and three o’eclock on Wednesday 
morning he perceived he was near break- 
ers, and the rock-bound coast, west of 


Skibbereen, loomed up before him. 
Llis danger now was not 


less than it was during the 
height of the gale, foras a wave would 
raise him alniost on a level with the cliff 
tops he could discern nothing but a threat- 
ening wall of rock. He made his way 
along parallel to the coast, and fortunate- 
ly lighted upon almost the only safe land- 
ing place for miles around. He saw an 
opening in the cliffs and propelled him- 
self cautiously toward it. While hesi- 
tatingly examining the entrance a sea 
struck him, carrying him on; another and 
another followed m quick succession, 


and, in an almost senseless state, 
he was hurled high and = dry 
upon the beach. t was then 


four o’clock m the morning, and he had 
been nearly seven hours on the water, 
traversing a distance of forty miles. The 
apparatus had behaved admirably, and 
having divested himself of it he stood 
quite dry in his navy uniform, which he 
wore beneath. That having been done 
he let off one of his signal rockets without 
effect. It showed him, however, a nar- 
row path in the rocks. 

Up this he clambered and got on toa 
mountain road, which brought him to 
the coast-guard station. He was 
hospitably received there and dis- 
covered that the place he had landed 
at was Trefaska Bight, some miles cast 
and south Of Baltimore. During the 
morning he replied Skibbereen and 
posted the letters intrusted to him, and 
arrived in Cork on Wednesday night, 
where he is now the _ hero of 
the hour. On Monday he intends to 
swim out of Queenstown harbor some 
distance; that will be fallowed the week 
after by a little swim across the straits of 
Dover to Calais towed by a kite; and to 
cap all, on his return to the states he in 
tends to pest Fe his original idea of 
jumping overboard at 250 miles from 
and and swimming to New York or 
Long Island. After his achievement in 
the gate on Tuesday night these last- 
named experiments, startling as they 
seem at first, cannot be regarded as im 
possible.

WARNER, C. J. 

This was a bill filed by the complain- 
ant against the defendants, praying for 
an injunction, to restrain them from dis- 
posing of, or conveying, certain described 
property mentioned therein. 

The presiding Jndge, on hearing the 
application for the injunction, con- 
sidering the answers of defendants, and 
the several affidavits filed by the respec- 
tive parties, refused the injunction; 
whereupon, the complainant excepted. 
The defendants, at the same time, made 
a motion to remove an attachment which 
had been levied on the same property, 
under the provisions of the 3,297th sec- 
tion of the new Code, which motion 
was granted, and the plaintiff excepted. 
The complainant alleges that he is a gen- 
cral creditor of the defendant; that the 
defendant became his debtor by the in- 
dorsement of certain described notes, 
and it is not alleged that the complainant 
ever instituted any suit thereon 
against the defendant. 

This case comes within the rulings of 
this Court in Cubbedge & Hazelhurst 
vs. Adams, 42d Georgia report 124; and 
Oberholser & Keifer va  Green- 
field 47th Georgia report 530, 
in which it was held, thatas a general 
‘rule, a Court of equity wiil not ,interfere 
at the instance of a general creditor 
before judgment, to set aside a volunta- 
ry conveyance, alleged te have been 
made for the purpose of defrauding cred- 
itors, and restrain by injunction the sale 
of property held by the debtor, under 
such voluntary conveyance on the ground 
of fraud. The allegations of fraud made 
in the complainant’s bill,are not suflicieat, 
in our judgemont, to take the case out of 
that general rule, and therefore, we will 
not control the discretion of the presid- 
ing Judge in refusing to grant the injunc- 
tion. It appears from the record that 
the attachment was sued out and levied 
upon the property pending the operation 
of the temporary injunction, which had 
been granted in this case, so that the debt 
was subjected to both processes of the 
Court, at the same time for the same 
cause; besides, the conveyance of the 
property complained of was made some 
lime previous to the passage of the Act 
of 1873, authorizing the issuing of the 
slachment, which Act was prospective 
nh its operation. But it was 
iusisted on the argument, that the failure 
to record the deed of conveyance after 
the passage of the Act, was such a fraud- 
ulent concealment, as would bring the 
defendant within its provisions ‘The re- 
ply is, that the plaintiff in his affidavit to 
obtain the attachment, does not state 
that, as one of the grounds for obtaining 
it. The ground stated in the 
altidavit is,that the defendant made a vol- 
untary deed of conveyance of the pro- 
perty to his wife forthe purpose of avoid- 
ing the payment of the plaintiffs debt, 
that he is insolvent, and that he and his 
wife are endeavoring to sell the property 
toa bona fide purchaser for a valuable 
consideration. There was no bond and 
security given by the plaintiff in the 
attachment, in this case. Whether the 
plaintiff in suing out an attachment un- 
der the provisions of the 83277th section of 
the Code, is required to give bond and 
security in double the amount of the 
debt, as in other attachment cases, is not 
by any means clear from the words of the 
statute, butinany view which may be 
taken of it, we think the Judge issuing 
the attachment should require a bond, in 
his discretion, before he grants tbis 
summary process for the seizure of the 
defendants’ property. In view of the 
facts of this case, as diseloscd ia the 
record, we will hot interfere with the ex- 
ercise of the diseretion of the presiding 
Judge in removing the attachment. By 
the Act of 1873, embodied in the Code, 
itis declared that ‘‘a refusal to grant 
such attachment shall not be conclusive 
on the party applying, but he may except 
to the decision and carry the same before 
the Supreme Court for review, as appli- 
cations for injunction were carried prior 
to the Act of 1870. Soalso the granting 
of such attachment may be excepted to, 
as refusals to grant injunctions prior to 
said time.”’” Whether this case, so far as 
it relates to the attachment, is now prop- 
erly comes before this Court for review.

The Act 
of 1866 declares that the Justices of the 
Inferior Court (now the Ordinaries) of 
each county in this state, within the lim- 
its of which any case or cases of small- 
96: may appear, or has appeared, are 

ereby authorized and empowered to 
provide a suitable hospital for those so 
afflicted, and furnish them with medi- 
cal and any other attention that in their 
judgment those so afflicted may require, 
also to provide proper quarantine regula- 
tions to prevent the spread of the disease, 
that said Court (now,the Ordinary) shall 
make, or cause to be made, a proper

and just account of all expenses 
accruing from said quarantine, 
and other attention, either med- 


ical, or nursing, of all of whom they 
have under their control, that the Infe- 
rior Courts, (now the Ordinaries), in the 
several counties in this State, be and are 
hereby authorized to levy an extra tax 
sufficient to pay all just equitable debts 
contracted under the provisions of this 
Act. The 3rd section of the Act of 1866, 
which authorizes the Ordinary to levy 
un extra tax to pay all just and equitable 
debts contracted under the provisions of 
that Act, is not to be found in Irwin's 
Code, or in the New Code, although it 
was enacted subsequently to the adoption 
of the old Code, which went into opera- 
tion in January, 1863.

Previous to the meeting being called 
to order several representatives of the 
city press endeavored to gain admission, 
but all were refused except W. D. Ches- 
terman, of the Dispatch, who held cre- 
dentials in the shape of a package of 
state bonds. 

Upon entering he was approached by 
Gov. Kemper, who endeavored to exact 
from him the pledge not to publish the 
proceedings, etc. Mr. Chesterman 
stantly refused to make any such pledge, 
claiming the right to be present asa 
bondholder. The governor finding Mr. 
Chesterman determined to his 
ground, sent for the police to eject him; 
but he failed to carry his determination 
into effect. 

The mecting being organized a resolu- 
tion was at once introduced, resolving the 
conference into secret session, and bind. 
ing the members not to divulge the pro- 
ceedings without authority. An hour 
was spent in discussion, when the resolu- 
tion was adopted. Mr. Chesterman, af.- 
ter explaining his position and refusing 
to be bound by the resolution, withdrew 
The bondholders of the conference had 
three hours session, and recessed till 8 
o'clock to-night.
